ItOAD PLANS TALKED AT EN¬ 
GINEER'S PARLEY 

Plans for an extensive road Impro¬ 
men t program In Alberta this year 
were talked over when 40 engineers 
from various parts of the province 
met in Edmonton recently. 

The conference had been railed 
by the public works department to 
enable the engineers to meet Alex 
Frame, now* commissioner of high¬ 
ways and discuss common problems. 

As the province is planning ano¬ 
ther $13,000,000 road improvement 
program this year, it was felt that 
much good would couie out of a 
confeience of this kind when condit¬ 
ions in all areas could he discussed 
with tho district engineers and oth 
ere. 

Officials huvo told the Alberta 
Motor Association that it is the 
intention to advance tho road pro¬ 
gram just as early as road condit¬ 
ions permit. Already six gravel cru¬ 
shing outfits are operating in the 
province preparing material for hard 
surfacing. 

There will bo no delays so far as 
tho supplying of material is concern¬ 
ed and with good weather, work will 
bo started earlier than usual.

ARTHUR DAHL. TOWN COUNCIL¬ 
MAN FOR TWENTY YEARS 

On the 19th day of March. 1902. 
Arthur Dahl. John Powelson. John 
Wall and Walter Jeffery loaded their 
few possessions on the train at Pay- 
son Utah and left for Raymond. Can¬ 
ada. On arriving In Stirling March 
21 st they discovered their train went 
on into Lethbridge for the night 
which left them with no place to go. 
They therefore spread their blankets 
on the ground and prepared (of bed. 

In Mr. Dahl's own words: "The 
sky was filled with the beautiful 
moon and stars, to our surprise In 
the morning w© were lying under 
about three inches of snow hh if It 
hail come out of a clear sky without 
a cloud. On reaching Raymond as I 
stepped out pf the car I met one of

My home was the seventeenth to 
be built. Just a shack though, dirt 
floors and the canopy of heaven 
filled with natures lights. Much of a 
home was not really needed as my 
wife and family did not come until 
one month later. 

Before unloading our cars we went 
up town to the land office and sel¬ 
ected a lot The town had been plan¬ 
ed under the supervision of Bros. 
John W. Taylor and Will Knight so 
we had not trouble In selecting a 
suitable location. I brought my ear¬ 
thly possessions to this designated 
spot and planted them down, thus 
I started out on life’s Journey in 
Raymond. Canada. 

Ah 1 came here with the intention 
and desire to make farming my occ¬ 
upation I sel out to locate myself. 

1 had no trouble in finding what 
1 wonted, as everything was sold on 
cretlil. 1 found myself Just as rich 
us the other fellow, I went to the 
land office, store, bank, end mach¬ 
ine shop and got what we called a 
credit account. I found myself in a 
new world as far ns finance was 
concerned. So different from what 
1 was used to in iny Utah home. I 
could buy nothing there only what I 
could pay for. We were poor, my 
mother was a widow. I used to t**’l 
her we could make "Jobe's Turkey'* 
ashamed of himself. 

Before I kno wit I was so In debt 
it really scared me. My word had 
financed me to the extent of hund¬ 
reds of dollars. In my sober mom 
ents 1 promised myself 1 would 
make good. 1 am still trying. This Is 
one thing coming to Cnnndnbad done 
for me. Here 1 have hud quite a 
degree of opportunities which have 
developed the attributes of thank¬ 
fulness and gratitude. I received 
opporunitiea here which I never 
would have received had I remained 
in my little home town of Goshen 
Utah.” 

Mr. Dahl held many church and 
civic positions. He was one of the 
first school trustees, a position he 
held for a number of years. His wife 
Jeanette carried on when he was re¬ 
leased. Mr. and Mrs Dahl were 
school teachers before coming to Call 
ada. 

Mr. I)ohl was ulso a member of 
the Town Council for upwards of 20 
years. He was asked several times 
to run for Mayor but he declined. 
For years he was on the license and 
Police Committee, Arthur Dalil filled 
a mission to the Southern States 
soon after his marriage. Ho was very 
active as a teacher In some of the 
auxiliaries, especially the Sunday 
School and Priesthood. He was sot 
apurt February 13. 1909 as councillor 
to Bishop John F. Anderson, a pos¬ 
ition he held to 1912. He was a High 
Councilman for many years. He was 
also president of Religion classes. 

In his now declining years he is 
an active and ardent Temp’e work¬ 


er. His own words are as follows: 
"My Temple Work is the crowning 
incident of my life. I know more 
than ever before what my religion 
, held for me. This life's goods are ns 
nothing compared with my religion. 
How I do wish young people could 
see the importance of Temple marr¬ 
iage.” 

Old records reveal ttint on April 
20. 1902 Arthur Dahl and wife were 
received, with their small family, as 
members of the Raymond ward and 
in less than eleven years tHo Dahl 
home sheltered thirteen children. 

The Arthur Dahl family was n 
large one. There were six boys and 
two girls. Honda. Oral, Paul. Fern, 
Union. David. Karl, and Lloyd. David 
passed away at the age of 13. 

Aitluir Dahl’s brothers wife pass¬ 
ed away and the next year his bro¬ 
ther contracted pneumonia and on 
his death bed requested that tho 
children be kept together and not 
separated. Arthur promised his bro¬ 
ther his request should bo granted 
an clthnt lie would take the children 
with him to Canada. Mr. and Mrs. 
Dalil. out of tHo kindness and sympa¬ 
thetic understanding of their hearts 
agreed to add to their already large 
family, five more mouths to feed. Eva 
Clifford, Frelen. Clara and Gertrude. 
These two families blended into one 
perfect whole All shared equally, all 
were taught to work, to accept re¬ 
sponsibility and to wait on them¬ 
selves. thus when, after a time 
they were grown they naturally and 
easily fitted into community and 
church activities as leaders and as 
heads of the YMMIA both Stake and 
ward, of ReMef Society, primary Sun¬ 
day school and at present Union is 
Bishop of the new Raymond 3rd 
ward. 

Honda. Karl. Clifford and Frelen 
each filled a two year mission for 
their church in Eastern Canada and 
the United States. 

Mrs. Dahl wgs counselor to Amy 
L. Alton in the Taylor Stake Prim¬ 
ary and In 1920 was made president 
which position she held until her 
death in 1921. 

A TRIBUTE .... 

It was February 20th. 1913 that Yny 


two brothers, two steers and myself 
came to Raymond to make our home. 

1 shall never forget how 1 felt the 
night that we arrived. We found sev¬ 
en in Uncle Arthur’s, family making 
Just an even dozen of us. Our ages 
were from four to twelve and when 
we compared ages with the others 
wo found there were Just five sets 
of twins. 

Wo were’made welcome and the 
two families seemed to fit together 
beautifully. When I was young I was 
asked a number of times If Arthur 
Dahl was my father or was I one or 
tho child!en he brought from Utah. 
Many of the people In the town did 
not know- which was which. 

How well I /©member how it was 
when ten of us attended public 
school. With so many children there 
must have been many worries but 
to me things seemed to go along 
smoothly. 1 have often marvelled 
how they managed to keep shoes, 
clothes and plenty to cat for so many. 

Tlieic was a lot of work to do but 
there were many hands to do it for 
we nil helped. We had many flue 
times together for we never lacked 
for playmates. Sonic of the happiest 
times that I remember was spent on 
tlie farm. How we enjoyed the long 
summer evenings playing together. 

I have always been so thankful to 
Uncle Arthur and Aunt Net for the 
wonderful home, the loving care and 
the good training that we were so 
foitunatc In having.

Therefore, the ( 
best advice we can give to a farmer 
is this. Take no chances! Cnless 
you know your srrd is undamaged 
and free of smut and other diseases, I 
treat it. i t 

Secd-Trvalinq Me'liod*. The seed , 
disinfectants (fungicides) recom¬ 
mended for the control of surface- 
borne smut and other seed-borne 
diseases of wheat, oats and barley, 
and for the treatment, of flax, are 
the organic mercury dusts (Cerc- 
san, l^eytosan, etc ). For small 
grain crops the rate of application 
is V 2 ounce j*er bushel of seed; for 
flax, the rate is P /2 ounces per 
bushel. Seed of these crops can be 
safely treated months before it is 
needed for sowing. It is important, 
however, to store such treated seed 
in a cool, dry, well-ventilated place. 
For best results, wheat seed should 
hr treated at least 24 hours before 
planting. On the oilier hand, the 
seed of oats, barley and flax should 
he treated at least 7 days .before it 
is sown. t 

Ilemember that the organic iner- 
rurv dusts are poisonous. The pre¬ 
cautions given liy.the manufacturer 
should be strictly observed. Seed 
treated with an organic mercury 
dust should not be used for food 
purposes, or fed to livestock.

Careful experiments have conclus¬ 
ively proved that there Is no raw 
milk free from germs, even when ob¬ 
tained under sterile conditions. There 
are known to be bacteria In milk 
when it leaves the udders of healthy 
rows. 

If milk Ik not kept very cold these 
bacteria first change its taste and 
color, then cause the milk to sour 
or curdle. This process continues In 
th«* stomach, causing Indigestion. In 
babies particularly. 

In addition to* the organism In the 
milk of healthy cows which causes 
the fermentation and putrefaction 
of the nutrients In milk, many cows 
carry germs In Hie milk which pro¬ 
duce very dangerous diseases In 
peoplo of all races and ages. 

Disease producing germs in milk 
have their origin In diseased cows, 
milkers, milk handlers, carriers or 
people who have recovered from in 
feet ions diseases but still carry the 
germs in their bodies, and at times 
from contaminated water used In the 
dairy for washing utensils. 

Milk-borne diseases are bovine 
tuberculosis, undulaiit fever, dipther- 
la. scarlet fever, septic sore throats 
typhoid fever, paratyphoid and dys¬ 
entery.

food poisoners found In raw milk. 

Dr. J.R. Fraser, dean of the Mc¬ 
Gill 1’nlverslty medical faculty, stat¬ 
es that "possibly Infantile paralysis 
is a milk borne disease.” 

The commuiicablo diseases ment¬ 
ioned also may be conveyed in the 
various fresh milk products such as 
cream, lee cream, cheese, butter and 
buttermilk. 

Proper pasteurization of raw milk 
destroys disease germs. 

CERTIFIED MILK NOT 
ALWAYS SAFE 

Opponents of milk pasteurization 
are still using the aigument that 
certified milk-high grade milk from 
Inspected herds which Is produced 
under sanitary conditions—Is as 
germ free as pasteurized milk. An¬ 
imals in certified herds are inspected 
twice a year for tuberculosis and 
other diseases. 

However, these pasteurized oppon¬ 
ents tail to point out that disease 
can occur in the periods between ex¬ 
aminations. They fall to point out 
that one diseased animal can infect 
an entire herd, certified or other 
wise. For instance, It sometimes has 
been estimated that one in 200 neg¬ 
ative tuberelin tests on cows is false. 
Therefore if all the approximately 
3,900,000 cows in Canada were T.U. 
tested, this would mean that 19.500 
were false negatives— and those 
19.500 animals could produce a lot 
of disease laden milk, and could pass 
the Infection on to thousands of oth¬ 
er animals. 

Milk, to be absolutely safe for hu¬ 
man consumption should come from 
healthy, clean cows, it must be 
cleanly handled, and it must be past-

Town Council Approves Motion Of 

Appreciation 


Lethbridge Exp erimental 
Stationj] 


At the Council meeting. Monday 
evening, motion of appreciation was 
approved concerning the vote of 
confidence expressed in the last el¬ 
ection. 

The fact that the o’d councillors 
were approved, indicates to a major 
extent at least that the rate payers 
of the town approved the policies of 
the present administration. It will 
continue to be the program of this 
administration to give efficient and 
economical service to the rate pay¬ 
ers of the town. The Council feels 
that the people of the town should 
ho vitally Interested In the affairs of 
the town as they are the ones who 
pay the bills and they should know 
that they are getting full value for 
their money. 

For the last two or three years the 
town mill rate has been reduced to 
olfset the extra requirements of the 
School requisition In order not to 
add any more load than was absolute¬ 
ly necessary on the rate payers, 1 he 
additional three mill sewer tax is for 
the sewer debentures. 

The Town officials always wel¬ 
come constructive advice and sugg¬ 
estions for the betterment or town 
conditions. This is one method of 
determining the wishes of the rate 
payers. The following projects are 
in process of completion or are being 


town go forward ami are agreeable 
to co-operate on any project which 
might Improve the general condit¬ 
ions keeping in mind always that 
taxes are at their maximum and 
town expenditures must be kept to n 
point where people can live In the 
town without paying a prohibitive 
rate. 

All this program can be helped by 
full co-operation of citizens with re¬ 
spect to their own individual proper¬ 
ty and street. Co-operation In looking 
after their immediate vicinity will 
improve considerably the whole sit¬ 
uation. Waste materials, rubbish, etc 
can be hauled away but It requires 
continuous effort on the part of the 
home owners and business houses to 
see that litter Is hot common In their 
vicinity.

WEEKLY LETTER 
RANGE PROBLEMS IN 
THE FOOTHILLS 


Deterioration of range through over 
grazing In the foothills region foll¬ 
ows an Interesting pattern. In the 
first place the native bunch grass 
and other palatable species give way 
to less palatable grasses and weeds 
which are better able to withstand 
grazing and trampling by cattle. In 
the southern part of the foothills 
overgaizing is often indicated by a 
marked Increase In the size of plants 
or shrubby cinquefoil while farther 
north patches of western snow’berry 
tend to Increase greatly in size. In 
other areas, depending upon the soil 
type, many other pasture weeds In¬ 
crease with overgrazing with dande¬ 
lions appearing In the last stages of 
deterioration. At the present time 
In our foothills a few fle’ds have al¬ 
ready reached this stage and many 
others are covered by stands of 
shrubby cinquefoil or festern snow- 


berry. Preliminary experiments have 
been made to determine the value of 
2,4-D In controlling these weeds and 
these tests will bo enlarged and con¬ 
tinued during the conning year. 

Last summer some fundamental 
studies were started oil shrubby cin¬ 
quefoil. Examination of root sections 
showed that many of the plants were 
from forty to sixty y^ars old,/ The 
stems, on the other ( hami. showed 
from one to eighteen fears growth. 
This would explalu why this particu¬ 
lar plant forms a relatively unImport 
ant part of well-managed native 
range but Is capable of Increasing 
very rapidly with overgrazing. 


Ill ail effort to more fully answer 
these and other questions. Investigat¬ 
ions. are being undertaken In the 
foothills region. Experiment* and 
projects will be designed to secure 
information that may 1 be of aid to 
both ranch management -and the var¬ 
ious administrative Agencies con¬ 
cerned with the area. These will In- 
clnde^sttidies of carrying capacity 
determination of * suitable forage 
crops, reseeding of depleted ranges 
and methods of eradicating ranga 
weeds.

It Is the Intention to regrade Broad¬ 
way so that drainage will be contin¬ 
uous from one end of the street to 
the other and will eliminate all wat¬ 
er pockets. With the sewer system 
in operation, ground water should 
be reduced and we hope to eliminate 
considerable alkali out of the town. 
Other outlying roads will be put In- 
a suitable condition just as fast as 
finances and other conditions are 
right. With the new inaintainer, It Is 
expected that we can give improved 
service towards keeping the roads in 
better condition than in the past. 

5. A start was made sometime ago I 
towards improving the sanitary sit¬ 
uation and disposal of garbage. In¬ 
cinerators have been on the prog¬ 
ram for some time and disposition of 
this waste material will be taken 
care of. The dump ground at the 
West approach of town is going to 
be cleaned up in the spring and the 
material disposed of. Plans are un¬ 
derway for a more efficient dispos¬ 
al of this material on the site. 

6. The town planning committee 
has been asked to block off areas in 
the centre of town to provide more 
lot space close in. This may involve 

m some “A” streets being installed to 
the centre of some blocks. 

7. The general cleaning up and dis¬ 
position of waste area In the streets 
is also in the program.

PRICES PROBE 

There is no doubt that the masses 
actoss this nation will be keenly 
interested to learn about the happ¬ 
enings at the special committee of 
the House of Commons Hearing on 
prices but It must be emphasized 
at this time that officials are anxious 
to avoid any misconceptions about 
the developments currently taking 
place at these hearings, with one of 
the most important witnesses’ evid¬ 
ence here being of a kind which 
must be? clearly aud completely un¬ 
derstood to avoid such misconcept¬ 
ions. This is the evidence provided 
by F. A. McGregor, Commissioner 
of the Combines Investigations Act, 
which aims to safeguard Canadian 
consumers agalust unjustified price 
increases. 

“Now it should not bo taken that 

because we have made certain in¬ 
quiries into those fields, therefore 
there must be something wrong”, 
said Mr. McGregor at this prices 
probe. “We are trying to find out 
whether there is something wrong, 
if as wo carry on with a case, we 
find that there is no evidence suff¬ 
icient to Justify going further, we 
drop it.’ 

Mr. McGregor told the committee 
that ,_ in answer to questions about 
possible hoarding, profiteering or 
price fixing within the past several 
mouths he did not have any com
